nuisance. 
But it is -safe to 


say that the time is past. Dur- 
ing the war which has just 
ended the faculties of our uni- 
versities were one of the vital 
factors which contributed to 
our success. 
And the equal 


service of the college professor 
in peace time is becoming re,- 
cognized. 
Many are comdnc- 


ed that the country must look 
to the faculties of our colleges 
or to men trained by them for 
leaders in reconstruction. Prob- 


ably for the first timein history 
wo behold a college professor, 
President Wilson, as the world's 
foremost statesman. 


It is a notorious fact'that the 


salaries received by university 
instructors are entirely out of 
proportion either to their abil- 
ity or to the sendees they ren- 
der. Professors spend many; 
years in preparation for their 
work during which they are un- 
der great expense and receive 
little or no compensation. Yet 
in spite of that fact, it is a com- 
monplace that they receive less 
for their services than is often 
paid to a-minor official in a rail- 
road or industrial company.
